For years Mr. Courtney was a coach of aspiring athletes. As cross country mentor, 
as track meet official, or junior baseball coach he trained runners for the race, he 
helped batters learn the game.

“Student Government” these two words mean so much to so few, but so little to so 
many. For some, Student Government is held in esteem with undying fervor, but with 
many others indifference seems to be the general attitude. Here at Charlotte a student 
has unlimited opportunities to be a part of Student Government, but only he has the 
power to exercise them. Why is it then that many do not take an active part in it? 
Perhaps it is because they do not understand its functions or else they haven’t made a 
sincere attempt to become a part of it. Charlotte can be proud thus far, of the interest 
that many of its students have taken in Student Government, but to remain so for 
the future well being of the school demands the education of the indifferent. 

To an outsider, the words Student Government might mean that the school has 
some sort of system by which the students have partial control. But what of Senior, 
Executive and Junior Councils, Co-op, etc.? Would these names mean anything to 
an outsider? Do they mean anything to the average Charlotte student? The following 
quotations from the Student Hand Book should clarify some of the major questions 
concerning Student Government. 

Charlotte has three student councils, The Senior and Junior Councils are made up 
of representatives of the homerooms and activities of the Senior (grades 10-12) and 
Junior (grades 7-9) High respectively. These councils discuss problems and proposals 
of their part of the school and present recommendations to the Executive Council, 
The Executive Council consists of the officers of the Senior and Junior Councils and 
of the Students’ Association and also representatives of major school activities. This 
council acts on the recommendations of the other councils, decides on the Co-op 
Budget, runs many school projects and affairs. 

Each spring the President of the Students’ Association and the President and Vice- 
President of both the Senior and Junior Councils are elected by the student body. 
All other officers are chosen the following fall. 

The Charlotte High School Students’ Association depends on the interest and 
participation of all of its members for its existence, With continued support and pro- 
motion by the students, this organization will be able to carry out its work as effec- 
tively and progressively as it has in the past.”

They are usually planned for holi- 
days. Mrs. Morrison’s and Mr. Kumpf’s classes alternate 
the handling of the sales. Each has a student manager 
and under him a publicity manager, sales manager, and 
production manager. 

From September to June the occasions for the sales 
are in this order: Fall Bulb Sale, Christmas, Valentine's 
Day, St. Patrick’s Day, Easter, Mother’s Day, and Spring 
Plants Sale for garden use. Since it is important that the 
planned flowers must bloom near the day of the sale, 
great care goes into the advance preparation, Very often 
plants are planted six months ahead of time. The profits 
are used to buy new equipment, bulbs, and supplies for 
the Horticulture Department. Students and faculty have 
the opportunity to buy plants, bulbs, shrubs, and freshly 
cut flowers; thus the whole school and community are 
more aware of the beauties and values of the subject 
Horticulture.

VOCATIONAL 
HORTICULTURE 


Perhaps a large percentage of the student body at 
Charlotte does not realize that the Horticulture Depart- 
ment of the school is unique. It offers a course in Voca- 
tional Horticulture which is matched in only two other 
cities in the state. The course consists of a six credit se- 
quence; one credit (five double periods per week), and 
two in twelfth. The course is divided into eight main 
topics which are developed and elaborated. These are 
Orientation, Soils and Fertilizers, Propagation, Cultural 
Practices, Plant Science, Insects and Diseases, Orna- 
mental Design and Landscaping, and Commercial Man- 
agement. Students completing the course may go to 
college or directl 
much of the necessai 
students wishing to further their education, the course 
provides an excellent background for entrance to schools 
offering advanced wo! 
Some of these are Cornell University and Syracuse Uni- 
versity, which offer four year programs, and the State 
schools at Alfred and Farmingdale, which offer two year 
programs. 

Vocational Horticulture requires that each pupil have 
a project. A total of 450 hours are spent on the project 
during four years. Four separate projects may be selected 
but much preferred is continuing one main project 
that is expanded and developed from year to year. 

The course is under the Supervision of the Vocational 
Agricultural Education Department of New York State 
and the Vocational Department of the Rochester Board 
of Education.

Another course under the Horticulture Department is 
the Non Vocational Horticulture. This is a three credit 
sequence consisting of one credit in ninth grade, one in 
tenth, and one in eleventh. The syllabus is similar to 
that of Vocational Horticulture but is not as complete. 
This course also requires a project, but one involving only 
three hundred hours in three years. The project may 
take the form of landscaping the home grounds or plant- 
ing a flower garden or similar home improvement 
projects. 

This course benefits a student in many respects even 
though he may not seriously consider the field for his 
vocation. After the course a student may take a job in a 
greenhouse or nursery and make a direct use of what he 
has learned. As in Exploratory Horticulture, the avoca- 


tional possibilities of horticulture are much brighter for

LIFESAVING, a club growing in interest in the last few 
years, includes girls from the seventh through the twelfth 
grades, 

To join one must be at least an Intermediate swimmer, 
pass a skill test, swim 220 yards for Junior Lifesaving and 
440 yards for Senior Lifesaving. To be a Junior Life- 
saver one must be 12 years old in the seventh grade; to 
be a Senior Lifesaver one must be 16 years old and in 
the eleventh grade. A minimum of 17 hours is the class 
time required. The Lifesaver not only learns how to take 
care of others in the water, but himself as well. Energy 
and hard work go into the long training period which 
runs for 17 weeks, At the end there is a written test as 
well as an individtial water test given by a Red Cross 
Trainer. 

The course includes Water Safety Aid Training which 
teaches the fundamental techniques for instruction of 
beginner and intermediate swimmers. Water Safety Aid 
which requires a written and a practical test, qualifies 
a girl as a Red Cross Instructor. 

A person not only gains a feeling of achievement, but 
also the approval of others.

Experienced tenth, eleventh, 
and twelfth graders are eligible for the Friday club. 

For the best game, players should be alert, and possess 
skill in body control, catching, throwing, and shooting 
for baskets. 

In the Monday club the girls practice to acquire these 
skills. The basic rules of the game are taught. As time 
goes on, the shrill blast of the whistle and the referees 
calling “Technical on number five!” or “Brown over the 
line—yellow take it out!” become meaningfull . . . They 
learn the differences between the various fouls and viola- 
tions. A personal foul is any foul involving personal con- 
tact with an opponent. A technical foul involves contact 
with the ball in her possession. A violation is an infringe- 
ment of the rules for which the ball is put in play from 
out of bounds. An example of this is either kicking or 
handing the ball. 

Most girls joining the senior high club know the rules, 
and aim for a faster, more clean-cut game. As well as 
perfecting their techniques, they learn to officiate, time, 
and score. Thus on completing the season they are ac- 
quainted with all phases of this popular sport.
